All organisations in the Eastern 
lorro arc said to be required to contribute wo rite re , and at many points women 
arc employed in the construction work, blsnath A.G. was required to supply 
the project with sixteen truck drivers from the .lismuth main office at 
Saalfold. 



Shortly beyond Saalfold, the highway turns west and loads to Dictrfchshtttto, 
Taubcribach, and Grafcnthal. From that point it is about five kilome ters to' 
the border of the 0.0. Gone, where highways lead in the direction of Coburn, 
Ludwif.'stadt, and Stockholm. 
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
